Paragon's Volume 41 was print- 
ed by Herff Jones, 2525 Midpoint 
Dr., Edwardsvillc, K5 66111, with 
the aid of in-plant Customer Service 
Advisor Lisa Merino. With a press 
run of 1,050, the book featured 100 
lb. Bordeaux paper. Early orders of 
the yearbook cost $42, while late 
May pushed prices to $50. 

The book features a staff created 
four-color litho cover with dull lam- 
ination and UV lamination over pho- 
tos, using inspiration from a Honda 
advertisement. 

The yearbook featured headlines 
using Helvetica Neue and Helveti- 
ca families. Original designs were in- 
spired by magazine spreads compiled 
for a Creativity Book assignment. 

All pages were submitted on cd, 
using Adobe InDesign CS2 and Ado- 
be Photoshop. Our staff photogra- 
phers shot, processed and print- 
ed approximately 40 percent of the 
photos with black and white Kodak 
TMAX 400. A large percentage of the 
photos were shot with digital camer- 
as with Gina using the Publications 
Department's Nikon D70, while Ve- 
ronica and Kaitlin used their Nikon 
D50s. Halterman/Root Photography 
Studios in Ottawa, IL, shot all un- 
derclassman and senior portraits, as 
well as club group shots.
